TV Linked to Teen Pregnancy 


Study: More pregnancies among those who watch racy TV 


CHICAGO I Groundbreaking research suggests 
that pregnancy rates are much higher among 
teens who watch a lot of TV with sexual dia- 
logue and behavior compared with those 
who have tamer viewing tastes. 

The new study is the first to link those 
viewing habits with teen pregnancy, said 
lead author Anita Chandra, a Rand Corp. 
behavioral scientist. Teens who watched the 
raciest shows, including “Sex and the City” 
and “That ’70s Show,” were twice as likely to 


become pregnant over the next three years as 
those who watched few such programs. 

Previous research by some of the same sci- 
entists had already found that watching a lot 
of sex on TV can influence teens to have sex 
at earlier ages. Shows that highlight only the 
positive aspects of sexual behavior without 
the risks can lead teens to have unprotected 
sex “before they’re ready to make responsible 
and informed decisions,” Chandra said. 

The study was released Monday in the 


journal Pediatrics. It involved 2,003 12- to 
17-year-olds questioned by phone about their 
TV viewing habits in 2001. Teens were re- 
interviewed twice, the last time in 2004, and 
asked about pregnancy. 

Pregnancies were twice as common among 
those who said they watched shows with a lot 
of sexual content regularly, compared with 
teens who said they hardly ever saw those 
shows. Chandra said TV-watching was strong- 
ly linked to teen pregnancy even when other 
factors were considered, including grades, fam- 
ily structure and parents’ education level, (ap)

McCain visited Pennsylvania and 
New Hampshire, states won by 
Democrat John Kerry in 2004. 

“I’ve been in a lot of campaigns. 
I know the momentum is there,” 


McCain told supporters at a rally 
in Pennsylvania. 

McCain and the RNC dramati- 
cally ramped up their spending in 
the campaign’s final days and now 
are matching Obama ad for ad in 
key battleground markets. 

After months of planning, the 
Republican Party launched the last 
stage of its vaunted “ 72 -hour pro- 
gram,” when volunteers descend 
on competitive states for the final 
stretch. Democrats unleashed their 
“persuasion army” of backers scour- 


ing their own backyards to encour- 
age people to back Obama in the 
campaign’s waning hours. 

More than 10,000 Obama vol- 
unteers in Ohio were knocking on 
doors and planning to hit their 
1 millionth home Sunday after a 
five-day push. Said Obama spokes- 
man Bill Burton: “Our volunteers 
are completely engaged.” 

McCain’s crew says its volun- 
teers are, too. 

“There’s no doubt that we’ve got 
an uphill battle,” said Rich Beeson, 
the RNC’s political director.

Painting Turns Up in Texas 


Work by Italian artist 
was presumed lost 
for hundreds of years 

DALLAS I A painting by Italian 
master Sebastiano Ricci, long 
presumed to be lost, has turned 
up in Texas after a 300 -year jour- 
ney from the hands of a European 
nobleman playboy to a fur trader 
and finally through generations 
of one family. 

Ricci’s “The Vision of St. Bruno” 
will be offered by Dallas-based Her- 
itage Auction Galleries on Nov. 20. 
Heritage officials say the painting 
has been conservatively estimated 
to fetch at least $600,000. 

The family that owns the work 
asked Heritage chairman of fine 
arts Edmund Pillsbury a year ago 
to take a look at a painting they had 
stored in a warehouse. They thought

it could be a Ricci, but Pillsbury 
was skeptical. 

He was floored when he real- 
ized that the 3-by-4 foot paint- 
ing — depicting a robed St. Bruno 


looking up at a colorful grouping 
of angels — did indeed appear to 
be the work of the famous Vene- 
tian painter. 

“I was not prepared for some- 
thing that was as good and beau- 
tiful as this,” said Pillsbury, former 
director of Fort Worth’s Kimbell 
Art Museum. 

Pillsbury said Ricci probably 
painted St. Bruno around 1705. 

Ricci, who died at 74* in 1734, 
worked for all of the major courts of 
Europe, Pillsbury said. “His paint- 
ings are in all of the great muse- 
ums,” he said. 

The last known documentation 
of the St. Bruno painting was a 1776 
catalog of the collection of Count 
Francesco Algarotti, an 18th-centu- 
ry art connoisseur from Venice who 
advised royalty on their collections 
and was also known for his colorful 
love life, jamie stengle (ap)

Iraqi Pact on Hold for U.S. 


Citizens seem more 
interested in security 
deal than vote results 

BAGHDADI Iraqis are following this 
week’s U.S. election, but the big 
news here is the effort to forge a new 
security agreement that would keep 
American troops here for most of 
the new president’s first term. 

Iraqi officials say they expect a 
U.S. response to requested changes 
to the deal after Tuesday’s vote. 

The contest between Barack 
Obama and John McCain has 
attracted the most attention in

Kurdistan, the three provinces of 
northern Iraq where the Kurds have 
enjoyed self-rule since 1991. 

Several Kurdish newspapers 
have dedicated full pages to the U.S. 
campaign. Most papers say they fear 
Obama would pay less attention 
to the Kurds, who have used their 
close ties to the U.S. to bolster their 
political clout in Iraq. 

Elsewhere, many Iraqis appear 
less concerned, despite striking 
differences between Obama and 
McCain over the war. 

Obama opposed the conflict 
from the start and promises to end 
it. McCain was a strong supporter 


of the 2003 invasion and the troop 
surge. He promises to pursue the 
war to victory. 

But many Iraqis say they believe 
the new president will look at Iraq 
differently once the votes are in. 
They can’t imagine a U.S. president 
anxious to leave a country with such 
oil wealth and a strategic position 
in the Middle East. 

Haider Abdul-Muhsin, a 
35-year-old Shiite bus driver in 
Baghdad, said he’s seen Ameri- 
can leaders come and go but “we 
saw no difference in their dealings 
with Iraq.” 

“I don’t care who wins the U.S. 
elections because it is the institu- 
tions, not individuals, that decide 
U.S. long-term policies,” he said.

There has been a recent increase 
in violence by hardline Jewish set- 
tlers in the West Bank, and this 


week, Israel marks the 13th anni- 
versary of the assassination of Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin by an Israeli 
opponent of his negotiations. 

“Just ahead of the anniversary of 
Rabin’s murder, the Shin Bet sees 
in the group we’re talking about on 
the extreme right a willingness to

Hutu militias’ presence 
is viewed as cause of 
rebels’ violent advance 

The international community is 
scrambling to organize a summit to 
prevent a resumption of the fight- 
ing in Congo that has displaced a 
quarter-million people in recent 
weeks. But the conflict will be 
tough to end without resolving an 
issue at its heart — the presence of 
Hutu militias who participated in 
Rwanda’s genocide. 

The Hutu fighters fled to Congo 
in 1994 after helping massacre more 
than a half-million Tutsis. They 
remain there, untouched, heavily 
armed, and in control of lucrative 
mines in remote hills and forests. 

Congo’s ethnic Tutsi rebel lead- 
er, Laurent Nkunda, has used the 
threat they pose to justify carving 
out his own fiefdom in the min- 
eral-rich east. That fiefdom grew 
dramatically in recent days as his 
fighters advanced dozens of miles 


south to the gates of the provincial 
capital, Goma, forcing a beleaguered 
army and humiliated U.N. peace- 
keepers to retreat. 

Nkunda called a unilateral 
cease-fire and suddenly halted 
his advance. It’s unclear why, but 
there was certainly intense diplo- 


matic pressure to do so. And seiz- 
ing a city that’s home to hundreds 
of thousands of people and serves 
as the regional headquarters of 
the United Nations and aid groups 
could have been difficult. 

Either way, an immediate 
resumption of fighting is unlikely. 


YOUNG REFUGEES 

The U.N. humanitarian agen- 
cy said Sundaythatthe violence 
in eastern Congo has forced 
250,000 peoplefrom their homes 
since rebels began their offen- 
sive in late August, swelling a 
refugee population that already 
stood at 1 million. 

Morethan 60 percent of the 
refugees are children, according 
to UNICEF, (ap) 


Congo’s notoriously undisciplined 
army easily crumbled against Nkun- 
da’s advance, showing it will not 
stand and fight. European officials 
have played down the possibility of 
sending another foreign force. The 
17,000-strong U.N. force in Congo is 
already the largest in the world. 

The new status quo will allow 
Nkunda to profit from any mineral 
riches and taxes in his freshly seized 
territories — giving him another 
bargaining chip at any negotiating

British PM: Gulf 
States Likely to 
Aid IMF’s Bailout 

DOHA, QATAR I British Prime Min- 
ister Gordon Brown said Sunday 
he believed that oil-rich Gulf states 
would be willing to help bail out 
countries strick- 
en by the global 
credit crisis. 

The British 
leader has said 
that he wants 
“hundreds of 
billions” of extra 
dollars pledged 
to the International Monetary 
Fund, noting that the Middle East 
has significant foreign exchange 
reserves fueled by previous surges 
in the oil price. 

“The Saudis will, I think, con- 
tribute like other countries so we 
can have a bigger fund worldwide,” 
he said after a three-hour meeting 
with Saudi Arabia’s King Abdullah 
late Saturday in Riyadh.

Rethinking Robocalls 


Automated phone call 
system revolutionizes 
volunteer efficiency 

TELE-CANVASSING I After running 
a big chunk of President Bush’s 
grassroots effort in Ohio in 2004, it 
struck Shannon Burns that it must 
be possible to make all those thou- 
sands of phone calls more efficiently. 
So, he invented a way. 

The automated phone system 
that Burns — a Bush-Cheney grass- 
roots coordinator in Cuyahoga 
County — designed, called Victory 
VOIP, has allowed volunteers for 
Bush’s would-be successor, Repub- 
lican presidential nominee Sen. 
John McCain, to make thousands

of calls to voters in the time it used 
to take to make hundreds. Burns’ 
Cleveland-based company, Victory 
Solutions LLC, is now working for 
dozens of campaigns, including fed- 
eral and local in 16 states. 

The system combines the auto- 
mated efficiency of political robo- 
calls, which sometimes garner a 
negative reaction from voters, with 
the personal touch of a volunteer. 

The volunteer calls people for 
several grueling hours and then has 
to meticulously fill out paperwork 
recording each call for campaign 
managers. 

With the VOIP system, the auto- 
mation is virtually invisible to vot- 
ers. A volunteer records a personal- 
ized message at the start of a shift 


that can be left each time a voter 
is called and isn’t home. When an 
answering machine is reached, the 
system sends the message auto- 
matically even as it begins the 
next call — so no time is wasted, 
Burns said. 

And even if the voter is home, 
the technology still saves time, said 
Lyn Bliss, who has had the system 
set up in her home for the past 12 
weeks so volunteers can make calls 
for House Minority Leader John 
Boehner’s re-election campaign. 

Bliss has never been keen on 
making political phone calls in the 
past, she said. It is tedious work. But 
the new technology, piloted in 2005, 
allows her to turn phone-banking 
into a kind of party. The system can 
be set up anywhere there’s an Inter- 
net connection and a power outlet. 

“It was real easy to do,” said Bliss, 
a Greenville Republican. “It was 
getting my house cleaned for every- 
body to show up that was the biggest 

effort.” JULIE CARR SMYTH (AP)

Metro: Leaves May Cause

Metro says riders should be aware 
that trains could slow down if 
tracks become slippery due to fall- 
ing leaves. The transit agency calls 
autumn the “slippery rail season,” 
because trains roll over fallen leaves 
on rail tracks, leaving behind a resi- 
due. The residue can cause rails to 
be slippery. Officials say trains on 
aboveground rails could cut their 
speed, and passengers may have a 
three- to five-minute delay between 
stations.

Complicated Custody Battle for Girl 


Relatives of surviving 
child in Md. abuse case 
try to adopt 8-year-old 

Biological relatives of the surviving 
adopted daughter of Renee Bow- 
man — who was arrested in Sep- 
tember after her other two adopted 
daughters were found dead in her 
freezer in Calvert County, Md. — 
are now trying to adopt her. 

The surviving girl, the youngest 
of the three, had been found wan- 
dering outside and told authorities 


shed escaped after being beaten by 
her mother. She’s in state custody. 
Bowman is in a Calvert County jail, 
having been indicted on attempted 
first-degree murder and child abuse 
charges in connection with the sur- 
viving 8 -year-old. 

On Monday night, the biological 
relatives of the oldest girl, who would 
havebeen 11 and who Bowman named 
Minnet, are holding a memorial ser- 
vice at their Northwest D.C. home. 

Ivin Randall, one of Minnet’s 
biological uncles, and other family 
members, are holding the service at 


the Randall home in the 1000 block 
of Quebec Place NW. 

Meanwhile, in Ohio, the sur- 
viving girl’s biological uncle con- 
tinues his efforts to reach out to 
his niece. 

The girl’s biological mother, who 
still lives in the District, remains 
unable to care for the daughter, 
the uncle said. 

“She should be with me here,” 
he said. “She shouldn’t be back in 
foster care, especially after what 
happened to her. She needs to be 
with her family.” 


Adoption specialists said, however, 
that the biological families no longer 
have legal rights since the girls’ mothers 
were charged with neglect and signed 
over their rights to the children. 

The process might be further 
complicated because the 8 -year- 
old’s family members live out of 
state, adoption attorneys said. 

While interstate adoptions are 
possible, attorneys said, they require 
more inter-agency cooperation 
and different legal maneuvering.

District of Columbia 
residents can now receive crime 
alerts from police via text message 
or e-mail. 

Officials say businesses and indi- 
viduals can sign up online for D.C. 
Police Alert, which was launched 
last month. 

Through the network, police 
send short messages within hours 
of a crime, including descriptions 
of suspects. Officials say the alerts 
go out only after police have inter- 
viewed victims and witnesses. 

D.C. Police Chief Cathy Lanier 
says the initiative is another effort 
by police to become closer partners 
with the community. 

The bulletins request people 
call 911 with tips but warn them 
not to act as vigilantes if they see 
suspects. The messages instruct: 
“Do not take action.” (ap) 


Fairfax Mulls Metrobus Fare Hike 


FAIRFAX, VA. I Fairfax County offi- 
cials are considering a plan to 
raise Metrobus fares within their 
borders. 

A proposal to increase all com- 
muter bus fares includes a provision 
to raise Metrobus fares between 25 
and 35 percent, bringing the price 
closer to $1.35 atrip, which is stan- 
dard for the rest of the region. 

Currently, the county pays Metro 


$44 million yearly to subsidize 22 
Metrobus routes that run only in 
the county. That has kept prices 
down to $1 a ride. 

County planner Thomas Black 
says rising fuel and insurance 
costs are prompting the proposed 
fare hike. 

County transportation officials

Alabama is 5th team 
to top poll; Texas Tech 
leapfrogs Penn State

The Crimson Tide became the 
fifth team this season to sit atop the 
AP Top 25, moving up a spot Sunday 
after previously top-ranked Texas 
was toppled by Texas Tech. 

The Red Raiders, who scored 
a touchdown with a second left 
at home to beat the Longhorns 
39-33 Saturday night, jumped four 
spots and past No. 3 Penn State to 
No. 2. The unbeaten Nittany Lions 
were idle. 

No. 4 Florida moved up one 
place after its 49-10 rout of Georgia 
and Texas dropped four spots to 
No. 5. 

The Crimson Tide, which beat 
Arkansas State 35-0, received 46 
of a possible 65 first-place votes 
from the media panel and 1,600 
points. Texas Tech got 12 first-place 


votes and 1,528 points, and Penn 
State had six and 1,525. The Gators 
received the other No. 1 vote. 

The top spot in the poll hasn’t 
been held by this many teams since 
1990, when Miami, Notre Dame, 
Colorado, Michigan and Virginia 
all had a turn at No 1.

Seann William Scott 
plays a stunted party 
boy in ‘Role Models’ 

THE STIFF-MEISTER I Playing sex- 
crazed party animal Steve Stiffler 
in the successful “American Pie” 
franchise has been a blessing and a 
curse for actor Seann William Scott. 
It’s made the Minnesota native a 
household name, yet it’s also stifled 
his career a bit. Sure, he’s landed 
roles in comedies such as “Dude, 
Where’s My Car?” “The Dukes of 
Hazzard” and “Road Trip,” but all 
were variations on the adolescent 
goofball he played in “Pie.” 

In “Role Models,” out Friday, 
he plays Wheeler, an emotionally 
arrested party animal who winds 
up in a court-mandated mentor- 
ing program. Wheeler is assigned 
a youngster who, despite his angel- 
ic appearance, has scared off other 
would-be mentors with his potty 
mouth and incorrigible behavior. 

Wheeler’s reckless lifestyle 
doesn’t make him the ideal role 
model for a troubled fifth-grader, 
but he and his equally maladjust- 
ed pal, who is also in the program, 
realize they’ve got to make an effort 
to succeed or face jail. 

Scott, 32, relished the opportu- 
nity to work with Paul Rudd, who 
plays his best friend and fellow

mentor. “We kind of have a differ- 
ent sense of humor, but we’re both 
willing to say anything and go any- 
where,” he says. 

Scott also got a kick out of his 
pint-size co-star Bobb’e J. Thomp- 
son, an 11-year-old showbiz veteran. 
“That kid is unbelievable,” he says. 
“It was really a humbling experi- 
ence, because he was way more tal- 
ented and funny than me.” 

At first, Scott was a little worried 
about cussing in front of Thomp- 
son, but he soon realized the kid 
had more four-letter words in his 
script than he did. “I talked to his 
mom about it,” the actor reports. 
“I don’t think I swore at him too 
much.” 

Directed and co-written by 
David Wain (“The Ten,” “Wet Hot 
American Summer”), “Role Mod- 
els” is meant to be a broad comedy 
with heart. Some audiences may 
find “Role Models” offensive, but 
Wain says the film has a positive 
message. 

“This is a kid who uses his foul 
language as a way to cope,” says 
Wain. “The story is about how 
Wheeler does what a mentor does, 
which is, ultimately, despite him- 
self, he bonds with the kid, allows 
him to come out of his shell a lit- 
tle bit and peel off the need to be

MAN DOWN I Led Zeppelin may yet 
reunite and tour — and they’d 
consider doing it without Robert 
Plant. 

John Paul Jones, the group’s 
founding bassist, told the BBC that 
he and his fellow band members 
would consider looking for someone 
to replace their lead singer.

Comedian, Actor and Friend 


Samuel L. Jackson 
mourns the loss of 
his pal Bernie Mac 

PARTING I Samuel L. Jackson is 
disappointed his longtime friend 
and “Soul Men” co-star Bernie 
Mac didn’t live to see the finished 
comedy. “It’s an amazing kind of 
tribute to what he is and who he’s 
been,” says the Oscar-nominated 
actor. “I think it’s the best work he 
ever did.” 

Jackson speaks fondly about 
Mac, who died at age 50 on Aug. 9 
of complications from pneumonia. 
They filmed “Soul Men,” opening 
Friday, earlier this year, and it’s one 


of the last films Mac made. 

Jackson and Mac had been 
friends for 15 years, having met at 
a golf tournament in Bermuda in 
1993. Though different in temper- 
ament — Mac was outgoing while 
Jackson is cool and reserved — the 
two became fast friends. 

For years, they’d contemplated 
working together, but nothing quite 
jelled until Mac’s manager proposed 
that the two of them play washed 
up R&B singers. 

Jackson plays Louis Hinds, a 
member of a singing trio that was 
big in the ’60s. When the group’s 
lead singer left, Louis and the other 
member, Floyd Henderson (Mac), 
tried to make it as a duo. But after

scoring a single hit, they went their 
separate ways and disappeared into 
obscurity. Years later, with news 
of the death of their former band 
mate, Louis and Floyd are called 
from the West Coast to New York 
to deliver a tribute performance 
at the Apollo Theater. Since Louis 
won’t fly, the two aging soul sing- 
ers embark on a cross-country 
road trip. 

Jackson says the loss of Mac and 
Isaac Hayes, who has a cameo in 
the movie and died within hours of 
Mac, was a bit of a wake-up call.

PSYCHIC I Garry Trudeaus “Doones- 
bury” is predicting a victory for 
Barack Obama, and newspaper edi- 
tors are debating whether to publish 
the comic no matter the results of 


Tuesday’s election. 

Wednesday’s strip is set in Iraq 
and features military characters 
huddled around a television that 
proclaims, “And it’s official — 
Barack Obama has won. ...” 

In an e-mail to the Los Ange- 
les Times, Trudeau said newspa- 
pers should run the strip because 
“polling data gives McCain a 


3.7 percent chance of victory. So 
I’ve been encouraging editors to 
choose hope over fear.” 

Trudeau said he’s not worried 
about the comic if his prediction 
is wrong. “I’d be a lot more worried 
about the country than the strip. 
One reporter has already suggested 
I just carry on with an alternative 
universe in which Obama wins.” 


From the McCain camp, spokes- 
man Tucker Bounds said: “We hope 
the strip proves to be as predictive 
as it is consistently lame.” 

Universal Press Syndicate has 
offered substitute comics to papers 
not comfortable running the strip, 
said Kathie Kerr, spokeswoman for 
the syndicate. Papers aren’t obli- 
gated to let Universal Press know

Prisons put inmates 
to work on projects 
that cut energy costs 

Of all the things convicted murder- 
er Robert Knowles has been called 
during his 13 years behind bars, 
recycler hasn’t been one of them. 

But there he was one morning, 
pitchfork in hand, composting food 
scraps from the main chow line and 
coffee grounds from prison head- 
quarters — doing his part to “green” 
the prison. 

“It’s nice to be out in the ele- 
ments,” said Knowles, 42, stirring 
dark, rich compost that will amend 
the soil at the small farm where he 
and fellow inmates of the Cedar 
Creek Corrections Center grew 
8,000 pounds of organic vegeta- 
bles this year. 

Inmates of the minimum-security 
facility, 25 miles from the Washing- 
ton state capital, Olympia, raise bees, 
grow organic tomatoes and lettuce, 
compost 100 percent of food waste 
and even recycle shoe scraps that are 
made into playground turf. 


and conserve energy and water. 

In 2007, states spent more than 
$49 billion to feed, house, clothe, 
treat and supervise 2.3 million 
offenders, the Pew Center on the 
States reported this year. 

As the prison population has 
grown this decade, up 76 percent 
from 1.3 million in 2000, the num- 
ber of prisons and jails has risen 
with it. The latest U.S. Bureau of 
Justice data show 1,821 facilities in 
2005, up from 1,668 in 2000. 

To keep costs down, the Indi- 
ana Department of Corrections 
installed water boilers that run on 
waste wood chips, and built a wind

“It reduces cost, reduces our 
damaging impact on the envi- 
ronment, engages inmates as stu- 
dents,” said Eldon Vail, secretary 
of the Washington Department 
of Corrections, which oversees 15 
prisons and 18,000 offenders. “It’s 
good security.” 

As around-the-clock operations, 
prisons are voracious resource 
hogs, and administrators are under 
increasing pressure to reduce waste,

turbine at one prison that generates 
about 10 kilowatts an hour and saves 
$2,280 a year. 

At Ironwood State Prison in 
Blythe, Calif., 6,200 solar panels 
send energy back to the grid, enough 
to power 4,100 homes a year. The 
prison was trying to meet an execu- 
tive order requiring state agencies 
to reduce energy use by 20 percent 
by 2015, said a spokeswoman, Lt. 
Sue Smith. 

North Carolina’s Department of 
Corrections switched to chemical- 
free cleaners and vegetable-based 
inks. This summer, because of a 
water shortage, inmates converted 
50 -gallon pickle barrels into small 
cisterns that capture rainwater. 

Under a state mandate to reduce 
energy use, the Oregon Depart- 
ment of Corrections replaced old 
appliances with energy-efficient 
ones, installed solar water heat- 
ers and used a geothermal well to 
heat water. It also modified wash- 
ing machines so they could reuse 
rinse-water to wash about a million 
pounds of clothes a month. 

At Eastern Oregon Correction-

al Institution in Pendleton, Ore., 
inmates recycle scraps from old 
prison blues to make diaper bags 
for women’s shelters and dog beds 
for animal shelters. 

“We try to model prosocial 
behavior,” said Vern Rowan, busi- 
ness manager for the Oregon 
Department of Corrections. Being 
sustainable “is something that 
everybody should be doing, regard- 
less of where they’re at.” 

Cedar Creek, in the heart of a for- 
est, feels more like an outdoor retreat 
than an institutional lockup. 

Most of the 400 inmates are in a 
work program, and put in between 
six and eight hours a day. 

While there isn’t scientific evi- 
dence that such activities are help- 
ing inmates, Nalini Nadkarni — an 
environmental studies professor at 
Evergreen State College in Olympia, 
Wash. — notes anecdotal evidence 
that it’s working. 

“They were stimulating their 
minds and having conversations 
that were different than, ‘How much 
more time [do] we have left’?” said

Election Etiquette 

DOUG CHAPIN, DAN SELIGSON and 
SEAN GREENE of the Pew Centerfor 
the States’ Electionline.org were 
online Friday to discuss Election 
Day voting rulesand polling place 
etiquette. 

Can you wear a political button in 
the polling place? If not, can you 
have a sign for your candidate with- 
in a certain distance of the polls? 

State rules vary on political garb at 
the polls. Some states will ask you 
to remove anything you’re wearing 
with the candidate’s name. They 
might give you tape or something 
else to cover the name. The point 
is, however, you cannot be denied 
the opportunity to vote based on 
what you’re wearing. 


Everyone is talking about the lines’ 
being especially long. When’s the 
best time to go? First thing in the 
morning or after work? Also, I heard 
that as long as you’re in the door 
by 7 p.m., you’ll still be allowed to 
vote. So, is it better to show up just 
before the polls close? 

In contrast to previous years, there 
may not be a “good” time to go. The 
mid-afternoon tends to be slow — in 
most years. But that might not be the 
case if we have the expected historic 
turnout on Tuesday. Be patient, and 
as more than one election official has 
suggested, bring a book. 

I have heard that during early vot- 
ing in Virginia, election officials are 
making phone calls to verify each 
voter’s status when they arrive at 
the polls, creating very long lines. Is 
this accurate? Will this happen on 
Election Day also? 

That is true. That’s part of the “in- 


person absentee” process in Vir- 
ginia. That does not happen on 
Election Day because poll workers 
have a list of all registered voters for 
the precinct. 

Do absentee votes get counted on 
election night? If not, then election 
night may not decide who wins. You 
may have to wait until all absentee 
votes are counted. Could it be that 
close? 

Most jurisdictions start counting 
absentee ballots on Election Day. 
This year, however, with so many 
absentee or vote-by-mail ballots, 
that count may not be completed 
by election night. All absentee bal- 
lots are counted whether or not they 
affect the outcome.
